Cutting Grafts. 

It is often more convenient to cut 
grafts late in autumn than in winter, and 
it is better to do it now, if the young 
shoots are likely to be in danger of injury 
by the intense cold of winter. The work 
may bo done to advantage at any timo 
alter tho leaves drop, or the leaves, if 
still on, are quickly stripped off at this 
timo of tho year.. Tie thsm up neatly, 
label them distinctly, and pack them 
away in a cool cellar in damp moss. 

Cuttings of Currants and Gooseberries 

for propagating the sorts, should be 
taken off in autumn. If put out in beds 
before winter sets in, and protected with 
a layer of fine manure, two inches thick, 
they will be more likely to start freely in 
spring than by the common treatment. 
When thus set out, tho earth should be 
very closely pressed about them, leaving 
no interstices or crevices. The manure 
on them will enrich the bed, and is sure 
to start them vigorously. 


Keeping Apples. 

'Apples placed in dry sawdust would 
keep better than exposed, as the sawdust 
would exclude unequal currents of air and 
maintain a more uniform temperature , 
and it would also absoib decayed portions 
and prevent their spreading to other 
apples. The temperature should bo 
quite cold, or nearly at freezing, at which 
point the dry sawdust would serve to pre¬ 
vent danger from actual frost. Nearly 
the same effect would be produced by 
placing in tight-barrels. Damp sawdust 
! a warm ceflar, would hasten decay.

A ripe, deep-colored, thick-fleshed, fine¬ 
grained pumpkin. Divide in halves, re¬ 
move seeds, cut in small pieces, take off 
the skin, put in vessel and stew slowly 
with very little water, till quite dry: stir 
often, especially at the last, for fear of 
scorching. Do not drain the juice off, as 
that is the sweetest part of the pumpkin. 
While hot, sift through a colander ; add 
a small piece of butter, and to 4 quarts 
of pumpkin use 4 eggs, 3 cupfuls of sugar, 
1 tablespoonful of ginger, i tablespoonful 
of einiiamon and one quart of good milk. 
Duke slowly with one crust.— Noddy 
Do fi is. 

Geraniums. 

Directions are continually repeated, to 
take up geraniums, wash the roots, and 
hang them up without any covering in a 
cffllur till spring. This may do where tho 
precise degree of moisture exists in ihe 
cellar, which is not probably tho case with 
one cellar in twenty, and wo have never 
yet been able to meet the person who has 
been thus successful. Instead of this un¬ 
natural mode, we adopt a treatment, for¬ 
merly explained, as near like keeping 
them in a cool green-house as practicable. 
They are taken up, roots and tops trim¬ 
med, and set closely in boxes containing 
an inch or two of damp sawdust at the 
bottom. Damp sawdust is then sifted 
and shaken all through tho roots. The 
boxes are placed near tho largest cellar 
window. Wutcring two or three times 
will keep the sawdust damp till spring. 
They are then set ii: a hot-bed and start¬ 
ed, and when placed in beds, bloom pro¬ 
fusely all summer. ** 

Transplanting Strawberries. 

We have never succeeded well in trans¬ 
planting strawberries at any time in au¬ 
tumn, unless tho plants are removed 
short distances with a ball of soil on tho 
roots. With this cate, however, we have 
transplanted them in open weather in 
January, and had a fair crop tho follow¬ 
ing June. The plants were selected 
where the rooted runners were thinly dis¬ 
tributed over the bed, so that each could

Geraniums. 

Directions are continually repeated, to 
take up geraniums, wash tho roots, akd 
hang them up without any covering in a 
cellar till spring. Tins may do where tho 
precise degree of inoisturo exists in iho 
"collar, which is not prebably tho case with 
one cellar in twenty, and wo have never 
yet been able to meet the person who has 
been thus suecessful. Instead of this un¬ 
natural mode, we adopt a treatment, for¬ 
merly explained, as near like keeping 
them in a cool green-house as practicable. 
They are taken up, roots and tops trim¬ 
med, ami set closely in boxes containing 
an inch or two of damp sawdust at the 
bottom. Damp sawdust is then sifted 
and shaken all through the roots. The 
boxes are placed near tho largest cellar 
window. Watering two or three times 
will keep the sawdust damp till spring. 
They aro then set ir. a hot-bed and start¬ 
ed, and when placed in beds, bloom pro¬ 
fusely all summer. * 

Transplanting Strawberries. 

We lmvo never succeeded well in trans¬ 
planting strawberries at any time in au¬ 
tumn, unless tho plants are removed 
short distances with a ball of soil on tfte 
roots. With thiscaie, howayer, we haye 
transplanted tlism in open weather in 
January, and had a fair crop the follow¬ 
ing Juno. The plants were selected 
where the rooted runners wero tliiuly dis¬ 
tributed over the bed, so that each could 
be largely furnished with earth In remov¬ 
al, or else several plants were taken up in 
a mass. Cut down with a sharp spado on 
the four sides of the plant, and then lift 
out the square block and carry it on the 
spade and aepositit in a square hole pre¬ 
viously made to receive it. Although tho 
roots of tho plants are often two or threo 
feet long, and many arc thus cut off, yet 
enough aro left for tho plants to grow 
with but little check. If more expedition 
and less care arc desired, tho Dalis of 
earth may bo smaller, and may be carried 
in a wheelbarrow or basket; and such 
will succeed tolerably well. All these 
different modes aro of course intended for 
limited garden culture.

COMPARISONS. 

'lory leaders, during their perigrina- 
tions through the country arc ever harp¬ 
ing upon the extravagance of the Grit 
Government. A comparison of how 
the “chieftain" conducted, his de¬ 
partment, “spending money like a man” 
and the ecnomical manner in which it 
lias been conducted by the Hon. E 
Blake, illustrates the value of their ac¬ 
cusations, For telegraphing, in one 
year, Sir John charged the department 
$ 4 , 371 .

$i,2iS.r2 ; Mr. Blake, $51.35- For 
postage, Sir John, with less than one- 
third the amount of correspondence, 
charged $ 493,37 ; and Mr. Blake did 
more than three times the business at a 
cost of $125,77. A saving of nearly 
$6,000 a year in one department may 
seem a trifle to a princely politician like 
Sir John, but the oeople at whose ex¬ 
pense he has been dispensing his royal 
favors think diffeiently. No defense or 
explanation of this outlay^ is offered, 
Oppositionists wisely ignoring the com¬ 
parison, content if they can distract 
public attention by resurrecting some of 
their exploded slanders. 

RECIPROCITY. 

Whethe r or no Canada in soon to hare 
the privileges of reciprocal trade with our 
neighbors across the border, there 
is evidently a rapidly increasing tendency 
in its favor throughout the Stotes.

In the Senate, Senator Maxey, 
of Texas, has introduced a joint resultiou 
of similar purport for the negotiation 
of reciprocal trade with Mexico, and 
Mr. Jl/axey is now preparing statistics of 
tho trado of Mexico with foieign countries 
in compnrsion with her commerce with 
tho United States. So the ball keeps 
roiling, one by one the most convincing

Sir Francis 
Hincks was defeated in 187 2 by a major¬ 
ity of 270, and was compelled to seek a 
constituency in British Columbia. But 
what was still worse this redoubtable 
Knight retained Mr; Morrison in his 
Cabinet for two years without a seat in 
the House. Under these circumstances 
we cannot see justice in the demand 
and are inclined to believe that no one 
but a man possessing a cheek as tough 
as boiler-plate would think of repeating 
it,

Great Britain. „ 

A report that Sir Edward Thornton 
would not return to Washington as 
British Minister is contradicted. 

A severe hurricane prevailed yesterday 
on tho ooast of Great Britain, and nume¬ 
rous disasters to shipping are reported. 

The <^>ming winter promises to be tho 
most Hcvoro known in England for many 
years. Everybody is cutting down ex¬ 
penses, and in London aim© there are 
42,000 fewer male servants on the tax list 
than two years ago. The. coal trade is 
paralyzed, many of the gieat iron mills 
nave closed, and strikes are freouont and 
general. Criino has already alarmingly 
increased, and much apprehension is fell 
in all parts of the Kingdon. 

At the mouth of tho Humber ttttror, 
England, is an island which 130 yiars 
ago comprised an area of two and a half 
square miles. Subsequently it came into 
the po -session of tho Crown, which grant¬ 
ed now leases on condition that at least 
2,700 ncres sf alluvial desposit* v/h^ch had 
accumulated around the original embank¬ 
ment, should be reclaimed. Not only 
was this secured, but as further deposits 
wore made thoy also were reclaimed. In 
1875 the leases fell in, and the island was 
relet for $07,250 a >ear. It has still 
plenty of room to grow. 

Thomas Betton bequeathed to the Iron¬ 
mongers’ Company of England, over 150 
years ago, his entire estate, with a pro 
vision that one-half of tho proceeds 
should bo applied to the redemption of 
British slaves in Turkey and Algeria, and 
one-fourth toward tho assistance ot poor 
Church of England schools within Lon¬ 
don and its suburbs. Long ago there 
ceased to bo any English slaves foredoom 
from the Turkj ; tho courts, therefore, 
permitted tho slaves money also to be 
used in tho aid of schools. TheV magni¬ 
tude of the sum accumulated during 150 
i years can bo3t be appreciated by thevstato- 
nient that 1,200 schools aro now pided 
from “Bottou’s charity.”

Lumber. 

The Ottawa Herald says “Wo 
understand that tlie Hon. Jas. Skead has 
sold all the sawn lumber in his mill- 
yards, and that he has signed an agree¬ 
ment fer supplying a larg*» quantity of 
lumber next year. This news makes 
prospects a little brighter. A’v approxi¬ 
mate estimate of the sawn lumber now 
ou hnn l at Ottawa and neighbourhood, 
places the amount at about one-third less 
than at this time last yepr. Some millers 
have not more than hall the nmount of 
stock on band iliat they had last winter. 
On the lino of the Canada Central it iR 
calculated that the stock is’about twenty- 
two million feet less than last season 
Tho reduction ha* been caused by millers 
having reduced their operations. 


Sir John's Conti agencies. 

When wo come to consider Sir John 
Macdonald’s fitness for office by tho way 
in which he managed his department 
when Minister of Justice, it must be con¬ 
ceded that neglect of duty and extrava¬ 
gance provo ni8 utter incapacity. We 
pointed out the other day that the cab 
hire for his department during onio year 
amounted to $1,035,50, while during Mr. 
Blake’s management §14.80 was found 
sufficient to pay all charges of that 
nature. Taking up a few others items, 
we find that for telegraphing, during the 
year 1872-3, Sir John’s department cost 
$4,371,88. During the year 1876-7 the 
cost of telegraphing, under Mr. Blake s 
management was mlv §330—a saving of 
over four thousand dollars on this item 
in one year. Sir John’s “travelling ’ ex 
penses amounted to §1,218.12, wliilo Mr. 
Blake’s for a similar period cost only 851. 
35. The charge for postage in Sir John s 
time was for the year aboyo named §403.- 
87, and in Mr. Blake’s §125.77- The 
curious part of the last comparison is 
that the correspondence while Mr. Blake 
was in office was three times as gloat as 
when Sir John ruled, yet the Tory cliiel 
charged the country three times as much 
for postage! With “all this telegraphing 
travelling, cab hire, and prodigality m 
postage, it would naturally bo expected 
that the business of the department was 
done up by Sir John in tirst-clas^ style, 
but the fact shows that the arrears o! 
business extended back for years, and 
that a most paiuful system of delays had 
grown up. Explanations, accounting for 
the extraordinary charges against con¬ 
tingencies quoted above, are what Sir 
John is now called upon to offer. Is il 
another case of Northern Railway cow 
contributions, with the Dominion trea¬ 
sury as the milch cow from which the 
Tory chieftain drew nourishment for his 
bribery funds l Parliamentary inquiry 
into the contingencies accounts of the 
late Administration might reveal a worse 
nest of corruption than either the Pacific 
Scandal or Northern Railway investiga¬ 
tions.

When Sir Jofi.i Macdonald in his re¬ 
cent speech at Hamilton declined to tell 
Mr. Gurney what amount of Protection 
he was prepared to give to Canadinn 
manufactures, he in one sensa proved 
lfigagelLa politics! charlatan. He showed 
byjhts answer that In spite of all his prc- 
te^fionist spoeehes, in the face of the fact 
that he hast or ought to have read the 
evidence given by manufacturers before 
committees of Jhe House, and though ho 
has been personally interviewed by manu¬ 
facturers in all section* of Ontario and 
Quebe. he is atHhe present moment either 
so grossly ignorant of the condition and 
need of our industries that lie cannot tell 
what tariff aid .thej require, or is so fully 
resolved not to pledge himself to any¬ 
thing definite that he will not make any 
specific promise to those whose support 
he clamors for. A man occupying his 
position who makes such a confession is 
guilty of grots ignorance or cf unpardon¬ 
able duplicity. But from one point of 
view what he jJicii said was sound doc¬ 
trine. It was in substance that different 
manufacturers and different employments 
required different methods of treatment. 
That is the principal we have all along 
C mtemled for and called upon both tl© 
manufacturers and S:r John, as the load¬ 
er of a political. Protectionist movement, 
to say what Protection each iudustiy 
needs, why it needs it and what the re¬ 
sult will probably be to the capitalist, the 
workingman, and the consumer, in case 
it is granted. . The difference oh this 
point between us is this : We insist that 
Sir John shall show definitely what he 
means by Protection, what industries he 
intends to specially protect, and to what 
extent, befero he receives the confidence 
of those most closely interested in this 
question, — whi.e ho contends that lie 
must be placedriu power first, without 
any definite declaration of his intentions 
io the matter, and the whole question 
left in trust to him. Who are they who 
arc so unwise as to tiust him, remember¬ 
ing, as they must, that it was he who re¬ 
duced the tariff to 15 por cent. ; that it 
was he who (when firmly in power) told 
o deputation of Western manufacturers, 
that if the existing tariff did not suit 
them they might go home and close their 
workshops for all he oared, and that it 
was he who after pledging himself to a 
Protective policy in 1872, and, securing 
his continuance in power by means ol 
that and Sir Hugh Allan’s money, went 
buck to Ottawa and—left the tariff just as 
it win.

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Wreck of the Canadian Schooner 
“Magellan.” 

Chicago, Nov. 11- —Further news has 
been recived to-day concerning the loss 
of the ill-fated schooner Magellan , of 
St. Catharines, which left this port for 
Toronto with a load of twenty thousand 
bushels of corn on Tuesday last. The 
vessel was damaged before leaving 
port by a collision with ODe of the oity 
barges, and thus was in a measure less 
able to weather the terrific storms last 
week. She was seen in distress off Two 
iliyers, Michigan, and undoubtedly sank 
with all on board during the storm on 
Thursday last. 

The beach near Manitowoc, Wisconsin, 
is covered for the space of five miles with 
com, and four bodies have already been 
washed ashore. Papers found on tho 
bodies bear the names of H. P. Larson, 
Glasgow ; P. Tait, of Qnobec ; and a tin¬ 
type of a lady with the • name of Mrs. 
D. L. Marshall, Clayton, N. Y Part of 
the body of a woman, supposed to be the 
female cook, has also been washed ashore, 
together with a portion ol a woman’s 
dress. The bodies when found were all 
frozen hard. A coroner’s inquest is 
now taking evidence.

Atlantic Cable- 

The bill introduced by Loriug aiding 
tho establishment ofadditional telegraphic 
communication between the Uuited 
States and Europe proposes to give the 
American Cable Company, in consider¬ 
ation of tho free transmission of Govern¬ 
ment messages, their preference in point 
of time, and for a reduction of two-thirds 
on the present tolls the exclusive right to 
land ocean cables ou the Atlantio coast 
for eight years after tho cables have been 
working between the city of Now Yorix 
and England and France. The rates are 
to be reduced to 20 cents a word. At the 
oxniratiou of eight yoarjj to 17c, iu twelve 
years t«» 18c, and after fifteen years to 
10c.
